Cities who have tried to adopt 


the city sales tax have been 
turned down by the voters in the 
referendum. As yet, no city has 
adopted the sales tax. 
The move to help cash-poor mu- 


nicipalities was refused by the 
current legislative commission on 
municipal revenue laws. 


Slothower did not say whether 


- he would advocate employing a

Dixon could levy a separate tax 
for the collection of ashes and 
garbage, Slothower said, in thnt 
funds, presently used for that 
purpose, could be channeled else- 
where. 
Even then, he added ,if the city 


could make additional levies, U 
would take a year before they

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As far as the city sales tax is 


concerned, he said, the expense 
of operating the levy by a muni- 
cipality would be tremendous.

Truckload of Pie Filling 
Puzzles State, Local Cops 


Canadian Truck Stalled While 
International Incident Studied 


A truck load of perishable pie filling became the object of a minor 


international situation today in Lee county court. 


County officials this morning were thrown into a quandry in dealing 


wfth the case of an overweight Canadian truck detajned^at the Illinois 
weight station at the intersection of U. S. Rts. 30 and 51 in Lee county. 


The truck, owned by the Super- 


ior Transport company, Calgary, 
Alberta, Canada, was halted at the 
weight station on Tuesday when 
authprities discovered that it car- 
ried a load 59,000 pounds in excess 
of the legal limit. 


According to Slate's Attorney 


James Bales, Lee county, the 
problem is complicated by the fact 
that both United States and Cana- 
dian customs agents have placed 
their respective security seals on 
the truck. 


Seals Inviolate 


Seals can't be broken to correct 


an overweight situation by anyone 
but customs agents from both coun- 
tries. The penalty on breaking a 
seal is a $5,000 fine and possible 
imprisonment. 


Officials here are faced with the 


problem of how to get the truck un- 
der way before the pie filling is 
ruined. 
Already, the truck has 


been parked at the weight station 
almost four days. 


To wait for customs officials to 


arrive to open the seals would 
probably take too long and the 
filling would spoil at the weight 
station, authorities believe. 


Truck driver Lawrence R. Mor- 


gan, who was arrested by Weight 
Inspector William O'Connell on 
Tuesday at the weight station is to- 
day attempting to obtain a permit 
from state police to move the 
truck out of the state. 


Morgan was unable to be present 


this morning in county court to face 
the charge against him in that, he 
had no transportation from Comp- 


ton, county authorities claimed. 


State's attorney Bales said that 


in the event Morgan pleads guilty, 
he will face a fine of $1,110. The 
defendant has managed to post 
bond. 


According to Bales, Morgan was 


driving the truck from Toronto to 
Alberta, Canada, and had to cut 
across Illinois in that a northern 
route was posted to prohibit heavy 
trucks during the seasonal thaw. 


It 
has not been determined 


whether or not state police have 
the right to authorize the truck to 
move out of the state in an over- 
weight condition. 


The pie filling, during the con- 


fusion, moves another step closer 
to ruin.

A Good Player Can Correct Errors 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Even the very best bridge play- 


ers don't always make the perfect 
play on every hand. This is true of 
the average bridge player too, but 
there is an important difference. 
The average bridge player may 
miss the correct play in a particu- 
lar situation and never realize that' 
he has made a mistake. 


When the expert misses the right 


, however, he eventually sees 


his mistake and is therefore pre- 
pared to -make the right play the 
next time he meets a similar sit- 
uation.

way to defeat the contract of four 
spades.

I would want to know 
who those doctors were and I would have called on them, telephoned 
or written them for verification of the "seemingly fantastic story from 
the files of the Intelligence services of at least two nations." 


Accurate? Double-checked? Says 


who? Did Mr. Riesel talk to these 
doctors? 
If so, why not name 


them? And how does an unofficial 
person get access to ''files of- the 
intelligence services of at least two 
Western nations." not that such 
files are reliable enough for my 
purposes. 


American "intelligence officers" 


are, on the average, amateurish, 
worse - than • useless white - collar 
bums who couldn't make good in 
pedagogy, journalism or even the 
fedei'al bureaucracy. I base my 
opinion on personal acquaintance 
and on the juvenile banality of their 
work. We are almost destitute of 
information about Soviet Russia 
and little better off as to the satel- 
lites. But we are carrying a God- 
awful load of expense for a secrel

The Doctor Says:, 


Colds, Fatigue, Too Much 
Suii Can Cause Cold Sores 


Cold sores, appearing at 
fre- 


quent intervals, are a trouble- 
some ailment. The medical name 
for-'cold sores is herpes, simplex, 
and th« cause is a virus which is a 
small living organism too tiny to 
see under the ordinary microscope. 


Cold sores are most common 


around the edges of the lip or the 
nose. Why this should be is some- 
thing of a mystery, though the 
mucous membranes of the lips and 
outer nasal passages are perhaps 
more sensitive to attack by the 
virus. 


Herpes is particularly common 


in association with colds or fevers 
of almost any kind. Too much 
sun, fatigue and other things are 
also often responsible for their 
appearance. 


The virus causing herpes is 


closely related to the virus which 
causes encephalitis ( A m e r i c a n 
sleeping sickness or brain fever). 
When the herpes virus is injected 
into rabbits, it may produce a 
fatal fprm of brain infection in 
those-animals. In human beings, 
however, cold sores hardly ever 
lead directly to inflammation of 
the brain or encephalitis, and 
worry over this is unnecessary. 


An ordinary cold sore does not 


need to be described since every- 
one should know what it looks 
like. Herpes may occur occasion- 
ally, or be of the frequently re- 
peated kind. 


When herpes accompanies an- 


other disease; the cold sores gen- 
erally disappear as the patient re- 
covers. 
In a few people, how- 


ever, cold sores keep coming back 
again and again entirely unrelated 
to any obvious cause. 


This is probably because the 


virus remains in the tissues and 
only becomes active when- the cir- 
cumstances become favorable for 
its growth. The lesions are some- 
what uncomfortable as well as be- 
ing unsightly and those who are 
troubled with frequent attacks art 
miserable. 


X-RAYS MAY HELP 


Treatment of such cases is not 


always easy. Protective ointments 
may be helpful. Small doses of X- 
rays have been used and may pre- 
vent future attacks. 


One of the 
most 
interesting 


forms of treatment which has been 
tried in recent years is smallpox, 
vaccination. 


The smallpox vaccine is itself, 


of course, a virus preparation and 
why it should have a helpful ef- 
fect on cold sores is a little diffi- ' 
cult to understand. Nevertheless, 
in many cases of herpes simplex, 
smallpox vaccination has had a' 
beneficial effect in preventing the,, 
cold sores from coming back again 
and again.

Carpentier 
announced that

fund has been set up in his office 
to receive voluntary contributions 
from employes for the purpose of 
meeting the "hundreds of charit- 
able requests and other like ex- 
penditures incumbent upon a pub- 
lic official." 


Barrett Used It 


A similar pian was used by Car- 


pentier's Democratic predecessor, 
Edward J. Barrett. 


Carpentier said in a statement 


Thursday a group of employes had 
requested permission to set up the 
fund and it will be administered 
by them. 


A spokesman for the Republican 


state official said that in less than 
three months in office, Carpentier 
has spent about $2,000 on good will 
and promotion including funeral 
wreaths and advertisements. 


Carpentier has between 1,300 and 


1,400 employes in his office while 
Stratton has more than 30,000. 


In an order to his department 


heads, Stratton said: \ 


"If anyone approaches an em- 


ploye in your department or com- 
mission seeking an assessment I 
want that person to report imme- 
diately to you such proposals and 
the matter •will be dealt with ac- 
cordingly. 


Never Perngtted 


"I have never permitted such 


practices in any public office that 
I have held and I do not want it 
started now. I will not tolerate 
this practice and I want this di- 
rective posted where all of your 
employes may see it." 


Carpentier said that the fund in 


bis office was set up with the 
"strict understanding" that con- 
tributions were to be voluntary. 


"Orders were issued that those 


employes who did not desire to 
contribute were not to be threaten- 
ed, Intimidated, or any inference 
given that the retention of their 
positions would be dependent upon 
such contributions," he added.

Here's Background on 
GOP Fight Over Taxes 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON—«•)—This is an 


ABC on the fuss within the Re- 
publican party over the budget 
and the chances of cutting taxes. 


President Truman on Jan. 9 sent 


to* Congress his estimate of govern- 
ment expenses, for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. 


The budget: $78,600,000,000. Es- 


timated revenue, from income tax- 
es, corporation taxes, and other 
sources: $68,700,000,000. 


This meant government expens- 


es would exceed government rev- 
enue by almost 10 billions. A 10 
billion dollar deficit would boost 
the national debt, now $267,400,- 
000,000. 


Vow Slash 


Some Republican congressmen 


announced at once that they could 
cut the budget as much as 10 or 
12 billion dollars. 


Of the total Truman budget, 


about 87 per cent, or $68.300,000,000 
would be for paying off interest on 
the national debt, for veterans pay- 
ments, and for national defense and 
foreign aid. 


Nothing could be cut off the in- 


terest on the debt. That's fixed. 
Nothing could be taken from the 
veterans. That would be bad poli- 
tics. How could cuts Le matte in 
defense and foreign aid without 
endangering the country? 


President Eisenhower, right aft- 


er he took office, said eliminating 
that $9,900,000,000 deficit would be 
the "first order of business." He's 
been looking for ways to do it ever 
since. 


"Hot" For, Cut 


Some Republicans In Congress 


were hot for cutting taxes. He 
knew that any tax cut would make 
it just that tougher to balance the 
budget. 


So at his first White House news 


conference Feb. 17 he said the 
government couldn't afford to cut 
taxes until it had in sight a spend- 
ing program which balanced in- 
come and outgo. 


That didn't stop Rep. Daniel A. 


Reed (R-NY) who is chairman of 
the ways and means committee. 
He wanted a tax cut, and soon. 


Reed and his committee voted 


to cut individual income taxes 10 
per cent July 1. 


Under present law the excess 


profits tax on business will expire 
July 1, unless Congress votes to 
extend it. The income tax on indi- 
viduals is scheduled to drop 10 per 
cent, starting Jan. 1. 


Reed argued: If it's fair to drop 


the excess profits tax on business 
July 1, then it's only fair to move 
up that 10 per cent income tax on 
individuals from Jan. 1 to July 1, 
too. 


Lose $4.3 Billion 


Together the end of the excess 


profits tax and Reed's 10 per cent 
drop in income tax would mean 
a total loss of revenue to the gov- 
ernment of $4,300,000,000. 


Eisenhower's • position "Is: We 


can't cut government revenue be- 
fore we can cut government ex- 
penses down to a point where they 
match the revenue. 


He not only didn't want Reed 


monkeying around with a tax cut 
but said that if Congress lets the 
excess profits tax expire July 1, 
he wants it to pass some other 
kind of tax to make up the loss. 


This might indicate he won't 


want income taxes dropped Jan. 
1, either. 
Doctor Claims 
Sleeping Pills 
Are a Menace 


CHICAGO—<B—A doctor asserted 


today that more than .half the vast 
amount of sleeping pills produced 
in the U. S. each year is going to 
drug addicts or thrill seekers for 
non-medical purposes. 


Dr. Donald A. Dukelow of Chi- 


cago said these pills are causing 
at least a thousands deaths a year 
and are a "contributing cause in 
unknown thousands of other deaths 
through accidents and crime." 


Writing in Today's Health, a 


publication of the American Med> 
ical Association, he said: 


"If the 1951 production of 688,500 


pounds were divided into doses of 
one and a half grains each, there 
would be enough capsules to put 
every man, woman and child in 
the United States to sleep for 20 
days." 


He said the drugs are "peddled 


through illicit channels by dope 
peddlers, sold- as a sideline at 
bars, distributed through mail or 
der drug houses that are not par 
ticular who gets their products and 
sold over the counter by some un- 
scrupulous drugstores." 


He said sleeping pills produce a 


"fuzzy" feeling like excessive al- 
cohol and that when the two are 
mixed the reaction is far more 
violent than a double dose of each 
alone. 
Several of these r.)ixed 


doses, he added, can cause death.
